Tiny Model Jet Auto Attains Speed of 340. 9 MPH

CHICAGO—An almost incredible speed of 340.9 miles an | 
was attained by a tiny model jet automobile last night in a com- | 
petition sponsored by the Chicago Tribune at the world hobby ex- | 
position here. It was a new world record. 

The little car, weighing less than an ounce, was designed, built, 
and raced by Ray Good, 24, of Chicago, an employee of the Ar- 
gonne National Laboratory. The speed brought him the event's 
grand trophy, a gold automobile model mounted on a pivot on a 
gold stand. 

Good’s car was a three-wheel affair built of a thin plastic tube. 
The wheels were cut from a thin composition material. 

The tiny cars were powered over a 60-foot course by capsules 
ef carbon dioxide, of the type used to carbonate water in siphon 


bottles.

Fund To Combat 
Raiding by CIO’ 


More than 200 delegates from 
Southern locals of AFL’s United 


Textile Workers of America, meet- 
ing here yesterday in Red Men’s 
Wigwam, voted to set up a special 
“defense fund” for protection 
against what they described as 
“raiding tactics” by the CIO’s Tex- 
tile Worizers’ Union of America.

The Sikhs 
_ And Fritz Kuhn 


Two new items caused me to sit back and 
remember others days and things I’ve seen. 

; One reported the Sikhs to be in revolt in 
India. Anyone who was around the China-Burma-India theater 
knows the Sikhs—and respects them. 

The first look at them likely was in Calcutta. There all the 
taxicabs were driven by mature-looking Sikhs. With their long 
beards and large turbans, in which was tucked all their never-cut 
hair, plus an incongruous but very great dignity, they were quite 
impressive cab jockeys. 

When they got out to open the door, or you saw them leaning 
against the cab waiting for fares, you noted the short sword, or large 
dagger, they wore and the heavy iron bracelet on their right wrists. 


Mono ol Being an old Kipling addict, I had read about the 
p y Sikhs and I also had seen a few of them in Britain 
in 1943 and later in the Middle East. But I was curious as to why 
the Sikhs had a monopoly on the taxi business. It turned out to 
be very simple. . 

When the Japs got going and drove the British out of Singapore, 
the word was they were coming for India next. The Hindus owned 
all the taxi busjness up until then. When it appeared the Japa- 
nese might really come_in and take over, the Hindus began to 
sell all they had at what price they could get and, once sold out, 
headed for the hills. ° 


Soldiers The Sikhs, with a total population of about 4,500,000, 

are almost a military caste. For almost 100 years 
they have been the best colonial soldiers the British had. So the 
Sikhs thought they might as well see.. They had more respect 
for the British soldier than anyone else, so they began to buy 
up the taxis—and cheap. ’ 

When it developed the Japs were not going~to get India, the 
Hindus came back, very sad indeed. There was a legand there 
that the saddest-looking ones seen on the streets were those who 
had sold out to the Sikhs. 

I never quite got used to riding behind a Sikh—and him sitting 
there, stolid as a Buddha, with his sword or dagger by his side, 
the breeze blowing his beard, and his turban coiled about his head. 

They never cut their hair from birth and an old Sikh has quite 
a lot of it. The beards and the hair had to be combed every day. 
They were very solid citizens. I developed a very real liking for 


the Sikhs. 

s There was another one. It read that Fritz Kuhn, 
Fritz Kuhn having served 25 months in jail in Germany, had 
been released and was hoping to get back his U. S. citizenship.

One of the most fascinating hours I ever spent was in the Nuern- 
berg jail in December of 1947, listening to Kuhn being interrogated. 
I had cherished an intense disgust for, and dislike of, the man who 
had led the American-German Bund, a Nazi outfit, in this country 
before the war. They had got powerful in a way and big enough 
to pack Madison Square Garden for rallies at which they damned 
Roosevelt and heiled Hitler. I had never seen him until that day 
at Nuernberg. 

We finally got rid of Fritz by nailing him for stealing the Bund’s 
meney and spending it on his lady friend. He was deprived of 
his citizenship, acquired by naturalization, and sent back to 


Germany. 
Insolent In those days he was an insolent, arrogant bully. In 
the Nuernberg jail he was a helper in the kitchen, 
being head of the potato-peeling squad. He was bitter and he 
had the humility which being in jail gives to a person. And how 
he hated the Nazis. One felt he held them personally responsible 
for making a clown of Fritz Kuhn. It was not that they lost the 
war so much, it was just what they had caused Kuhn to lose. 
“Field Marshals! Admirals!” he said. “Pigs. I used to think they 
were something. Now I see them quarreling over a piece of 
bread.” 
But the old insolencé and the great arrogant vanity of the man 
came out as he talked of the year 1937—when he went to Ger- 
many with a contribution for the Nazis and was presented to Hitler. 


M t “Yes,” he said, in a revealing sentence, and one which 
omen explains something of the driving force that is in every 
person who longs for power, “‘it was the greatest day of my life. I 
knew that all over America they would be reading about me and 
saying my name.” 

Fritz is a knuckle-head. There are knuckle-heads like him in any 
country—willing to do any job of cruelty or of murder if fhey can 
have a uniform and lord it over those to whom they always have 
felt inferior.” 

Anyhow, I’ll always remember, there in the gloomy prison soom, 
and how his face lighted up as he talked of Hitler and that moment 
when he took his hand in the days when the Nazis were riding 
high and about to start on the drive for world conquest,

~ Sen. McGrath's ‘Third senator Proposal 


WASHINGTON—Under a new constitutional amendment shortly to be introduced by Sen. J. How- 
ard McGrath, of Rhode Island, Chairman of the Democratic National Committee, an additional United 


States Senator would be given to each of the forty-eight States. 


This means that the people of 


Georgia may be called upon ultimately to elect three Senators instead of two as at present. 

The proposed amendment would increase the membership of the Senate from 96 to 144, making 
it a much larger body. Sen. McGrath said he was prompted to seek the change by a desire to 
expedite and make more efficient the business of the Federal] Government. 


By increasing the membership of the Senate 
he believes that a greater volume of work could 
be accomplished. It would enable the body to 
break logjams similar to the situation that is now 
shaping up in Congress. Two other reasons are 
given for the suggested change: 

I, The Senate would be more alert to rapid 
changes in popular sentiment. Under the present 
system not every State elects a Senator every 
congressional or national election year. The pro- 
posed increase in membership would permit each 
State to elect a Senator every two years. 

2. The new system would tend to preserve 
the sovereignty of the individual States. Each 
State, big or small, would continue to have the 
same relative representation, which means that 
na Senatorial vote of no State would be nulli- 

ed. 


Still another thing is that there would be 
no danger of a State’s vote in the Senate be- 
ing deadlocked, as happens at present when 
two Senators take opposing sides of a ques- 
tion. The third Senator could cast a decid- 
ing vote which might reflect the will of his 
constituents. 


Sen. McGrath thinks the proposal has further 
merit in that it would tend to put political parties 
more on their toes. With a senatorial election 
coming off in each State every two years parties 
would become more alert to the needs of the 
people. Political organizations, he says, would 
need to work all the time rather than just every 
four years. 


The Rhode Island Senator has come forward 
with a challenging proposal. It marks the most 
interesting innovation that has been suggested 
for the upper house of Congress in many years. 

What gave him the idea is the way @usiness 
has been piling up in the Senate since the be- 
ginning of the session. After working two 
months little has been done. There is a need 
for more members to spread out the work, he 
finds. With an increase of a third in the mem- 
bership it should be possible to accomplish far 
more than has been done. 


Much of the work of Congress, of course, 
is done by the committees. Before a bill is * 
reported to the floor for consideration it is 
the subject of extended hearings in commit- 
tee as a rule. This involves hearing many 
witnesses. Senators at present often find a 
conflict between two or more committee 
hearings in which they may be interested. 


At any rate, it is something for the people of 
the several States to be thinking about—whether 
they deem it to the best public interest for the 
State to send three Senators to Washington in- 
stéad of two. 

Sen. McGrath plans to lay his resolution be- 
fore Congress within a few days. If.it is given 
the necessary approval by Congress he thinks the 
States could pass upon the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment in four or five years, possibly 
in time for all of the forty-eight States to elect 
a third Senators at. the next presidential election 
in 1952. This is the aim he has in view.

Editor Constitution: It is not the cost of labor, 
but Federal taxes that makes the cost of living 
so high. 

The Federal taxes paid by Georgia in 1948 
were as much as 65 percent of all retail sales 
made in the State in 1939. They were 8.7 times 
as much as the total gross sales made by our 
largest retail store in 1948. They were more 
than the total gross sales of all farm products 
produced in Georgia in 1946. They gwere as much 
as 62 percent of the total value of all Georgia 
farms, including the buildings. They were four 
times as much as was paid to all workers en- 
gaged in the processing and manufacturing busi- 
ness in Georgia in 1948. They were nine times 
as much as Georgia spent on the schools, includ- 
ing the sum paid to teachers and college pro- 
fessors. 

These Federal taxes were enough to pay every 
one in Georgia over 59 years of age a pension of 
a hundred dollars a month. All of this money left 
the State and only a small part came back. If 
this money had been spent on pensioning the old 
it would have increased their buying power and 


given us a home market without the use of the . 


Marshall Plan. Since our Sen. George is Chair- 

man of the Tax Committee, surely he can do 

something about it. These taxes are concealed in 

the price of everything we buy and increases the 

cost of bread.

--But You Don't Have To Believe Them 


Three New Deal lawyers who were implicated in the testimony of Whittaker Chambers, the con- 
fessed and repentant Soviet spy, refused to say whether or not they were or ever had been mem- 
bers of the Communist Party. They claimed a right guaranteed by Article V of the Bill of Rights 
where it says that no person shall be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness against himself. 


The three lawyers are Nathan 


Witt, Lee Pressman and John Abt. 


Witt and Pressman are alumni of 


Harvard Law. Abt is an alumnus of the University of Chicago, whose institutional hue is identical 
with that of those happy hot dogs who followed Felix Frankfurter from Harvard to Washington to 


constitute his invisible government. 


All three are members of the New York Bar. 
In response to a proposal that the Association 
should consider whether these men were fit to 
continue in the profession, the Committee on Pro- 
fessional Ethics decided that such refusal to 
testify was not unethical conduct. The Commit- 
tee cited a decision by the Court of Appeals, the 
highest Court in the State, which held that cer- 
tain lawyers in a previous case could not be dis- 
eiplined for refusing to yield their constitutional 
privilege. Dismissal from the Association would 
not be punishment, however, because membership 
is a privilege, not a right. 


All three of these reticent witnesses in 
hearings conducted by a subcommittee of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities last 
August were represented by Harold Cammer, 
another New York lawyer. They not only 
refused to say whether or not they were or 
ever had been members of the Communist 
Party, an organization held to be inimical to 
our Government, the peace and the security 
of the Nation. but invoked other articles of 
the constitution for absurdly artificial] rea- 
sons. Pressman even balked at answering 
whether he had ever been in the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Station in New York. He 
finally answered the question “in a spirit of 
co-operation.” 


As a comment on the sincerity of Philip Mur- 
ray, the President of the CIO, in his current role 
of a holy man crusading against Communism, the 
fact may be cite that Pressman said he was

vember, 1937, he became Secretary of the Board. 
He remained such until December of 1940. He 
then resigned following an expose by Congress- 
man Howard W. Smith, of Virginia, which re- 
oer Communists in two dominant jobs on the 
oard. 


Thus he was Secretary, the key position, 
throughout the time when the CIO’s profes- 
sional riot leaders under Communist direc- 
tion were terrorizing much of Michigan, 
Ohio, [llinois and Pennsylvania under the 
protection and political guidance of.the La- 
bor Relations Board. This violent anarchy 
alone was responsible for the creation of 
the CIO and it was encouraged by F. D. 
Roosevelt and fostered by the Labor Rela- 
tions Board. 


Lee Pressman, Mr. Murray’s old counsel, said 
he held the following positions in the Govern- 
ment: Assistant General Counsel of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administrat:on; General Coun- 
sel to the Works Progress Administration; Gen- 
eral Counse!] of the resettlement Administration, 
under Rexford Tugwell, Administrator. ; 

During Pressman’s term as Assistant General 
Counsel of the AAA his boss, the Chief Counsel, 
was Jerome N, Frank, who now sits on the bench 
of the United States Court of Appeals in New 
York. Frank, another of the happy hot dogs, 
was a sponsor of Algcr Hiss, who was named by 
Chambers as his State Department contact and 
leak during the period of espionage. Frank 
furter also indorsed Hiss and got tim his first 
and several subsequent jobs in Washington. 

From the Governme.t. service Pressman 
dropped nicely into the job of Chief Counsel of 
the CiO 

Abt entered the Government in 1933 in the 
AAA also under Jerome Frank. He was there 
after Assistant General Counsel of the WPA, Spe- 
cial Counsel of the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission and Chief Counsel to an investigation con- 
ducted by Robert M. La Follette, then a Senator 
from Wisconsin, into violations of “civil liberties” 
of CIO rioters during the insurrections. In 1937 
he became Special Assistant to the Attorney Gen- 
eral in Charge of the Trial Section of the Anti- 
Trust Division. He next went to the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers by invitation of the late 
Sidney Hillman in 1938. 

He was general counsel of Henry. Wallace’s 
Progressive, or Kremlinite, Party in 1948. 

Not only Murray but Judge Jerome Frank 
and Justice Felix Frankfurter, of the United 
States Supreme Court, invite public belief that 
they did not suspect that any of these men was 
engaged in activities which might be questioned. 
It is not necessary to believe them. It is per- 
missible to believe that they had not mere sus- 
picions but actual knowledge of the associations 
and objectives of Witt, Pressman and Abt—what- 
ever they were. :

What is the correct way to 
use a napkin at the table, unfold 
all of it or just part?

ANSWER — Fastidious diners 
have a way of keeping their 
napkins throughout the meal al- 
most as fresh as when they were 
opened. The rule is to unfold the 
napkin once and lay it across 
the knees, lifting it by one cor- 
ner or edge when using it to 
wipe the lips, then letting it go 
back to position across the 
knees. When the meal is fin- 
ished, the napkin is partly fold- 
ed and placed on the left side 
of the cover, preferably tucked 
slightly under the edge of the 
dessert plate. This goes for pa- 


. per napkins as well, and treat 


them with as much respect as 
possible, even though you may 
not like to use them.

can get a standard deduction of 
10 percent of their income up to 
a limit of $1,000 in such a stand- 
ard deduction. 


Therefore, Jones’ standard de- 
duction—10 percent of his $9,800 
income—is $980. Before taking 
that, he figures out his deductible| 
expenses to see if they come to. 
more than $980. 


If they do, he’ll have to itemize 
them, but he can claim them al 
and save money. He figures: $200 
for charity; $300 for interest and 
taxes on his house; $110 for medi- 
cal expenses. Total $610. So he’ll 
be ahead by taking the standard 
deduction of $980. 

Jones’ medical expenses were 
really $600. But the law allows 
only that part which is over five 
percent of your income. In Jones’ 


-|case it was $110, since five percent 


of his income is $490. 

So he turns to Page 3 of the 
long-form, bottom-half, enters his 
income, $9,800 on Line 1, his 
standard deduction, $980, on Line 
2, subtracts, and puts the result, 
$8,820, on Line 3. That’s called his 
net income. 

So he has a refund of $151.32 
coming to him. He wants the col- 
lector to send him the refund. So 
he checks that on Page One of 
the long form, under Line No. 10. 
And he fills in the other questions 
on Page One 

Then he and his wife both sign 
the long form to show it’s a joint 
return. If Jones alone signs it, the 
collecto: will consider it a single 
returu. That would be more ex- 
pensive for Jones. 

One more thing Jones does He 
attaches to the long form the 
Form W-2 withholding receipt 
given him by his boss for the $1,- 
400 withheld from his pay during 


the year. 


If you doubt a single return for 
Jones would be more expensive 
than this joint return, you can 
figure it out for yourself on Page 
Three. But, first, keep these things 
in mind: 

A married person filing sepa- 
rately doesn’t get the “split” in- 
come benefit of a joint return. 

And a married person filing 
separately gets a standard deduc- 
tion of only $500, not the “10 per- 
cent up to a limit of $1,000” that 
married people get on a joint re- 
turn. 

Since Jones’ deductible ex- 
penses were $610, he’d lose money 
taking the $500 standard deduc- 
tion on a separate return. He’d 
claim the $610, but he’d have to 
itemize. Even so, the $610 would 
be less than the standard $980 de- 
duction he could claim on a joint 
return. 

In short, Jones’ tax, filing sepa- 
rately, would be $1,543.76 instead 
of $1,248.68 on a joint return. He’d 


lose $295.08 on the deal.

State's Muscadine Grapes 
seen as New Cash Crop

GRIFFIN—Georgia’s muscadine grape products could become a 
common sight on grocers’ shelves all over the nation, according to a 
consumers’ acceptance study by the Georgia Experiment Station re- 


vealed yesterday. 

For the past two years the Food 
Processing Department of the sta- 
tion, under the direction of Dr. J. 
G. Woodroof, has operated a pilot 
plant to process muscadine grapes. 
These products were sold in stores 
in key cities over the nation on a 
competitive basis with other grape 
products. In all cases, the accept- 
ance of the muscadine products has 
been good, Dr. Woodroof reported. 

In the last two seasons about 20 
tons of muscadine grapes have 
been processed by the station’s 

lant. Products made from the 

apes include grape juice for bev- 
erage, grape sauce for meats, 
grape jelly and jam; frozen, de- 
seeded, tenderized grapes, and 
grape jelly stock. 

The plant at-the station was 
started to gain experience and 
“know-how” in processing the 
grapes and to determine how the 
grapes may best be used on a com- 
mercial scale. This information is 
passed on to farmers, processors, 
and other interested persons as it 
becomes available. 

Research at the station indicates 
that 1,000 pints of beverage juice 
can be secured from one ton of 
the grapes. In addition, it was 
‘found that 1,000 pints of second 
run juice could be obtained by 
adding water to the pressed grapes 
and boiling. This second-run juice 
is too tart for beverage use, but 
makes jelly of high quality and 
excellent color. As much as 150 
pounds of seed are secured from 
a ton of grapes. These also may 
have a commercial value as a

source of oil, according to Dr. 
Woodroof. 

About 2,500 tons of muscadine 
grapes were available in Georgia 
in 1948 for commercial processing. 
Most of these grapes went out of 
the State for processing or were 
used for home use. Farmers in 
Georgia are increasing their acre- 
age of muscadines each year. It 
is estimated that there are be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 acres of 
grapes in the State. 

Several varieties of grapes have 
been introduced by the Georgia 
Experiment Station. Among these 
is the Hunt, which last year yield- 
ed over six tons of grapes per 
acre in the station’s vineyard. This 
vineyard was planted in 1927, 
which gives an indication of the 
long life of the muscadine. The 
Hunt is recommended for juice 
because of its high yield, low 
acidity and desirable flavor and 
color. 

In 1948 muscadine grapes 
brought $225 per ton in North Car- 
olina and Dr. Woodroof believes 
that the grape has definite com- 
mercial possibilities in Georgia.

Dr. Curtis is an agronomist and 
during the past 15 years he has 
conducted experiments on all 


gourd. He has discovered that 
okra seed, squash, sunflower and 
gourd seeds contain more oil than 
cotton, which previously had been 
considered one of the highest oil 
producing crops in the South. 

In an address before a confer- 
ence of cotton seed industry of- 
ficials here, Dr. Curtis said this 
new source of oil will take the 
place of cottonseed oil within the 
next few years when the Govern- 
ment makes cuts in its cotton sub- 
sides. 

Dr. Curtis: said squash seed 
would yield more than twice the 


in cotton. In addition, he said, 
okra, sesame and other seeds 
would provide meal for livestock 
feeding and other byproducts nec- 
essary to agricultural and general 
economic stability. 

Seed from the Summer-type 
squash resemble an almond in size 
and, when toasted and salted, taste 
the same. Dr. Curtis referred to 
their edibility as “a peanut with a 
soul.” 

The squash seeds are still in the 
experimental stage, however, but 
Dr. Curtis said he expects them to 
be on the market as soon as mass 
production is underway.

ATHENS—Georgia’s 45,000 farm women who belong 
to community home demonstration clubs are finding that 
convenient, attractive community meeting places provide 
stepping stones to many worthwhile community improve- 
ments. 

These women meet monthly in 1,827 clubs with the as- 
sistance of home demonstration agents, and incomplete 
surveys show that a good percentage of the club mem- 
bers have built or remodeled clubhouses within recent 
years. In many instances the community houses are serv- 
ing as school lunchrooms and as meeting places for other 
groups, such as garden clubs, 4-H Clubs, Boy Scout groups 
and church organizations. 


Good Teamwork's Results 


In general, the story of the building and remodeling of these 
community houses is a story of teamwork among farm family 
groups. 

In Screven County the Cooperville Home Demonstration Club 
took over an old schoolhouse and raised money to improve it, Miss 
Mary Gibbs, Home Demonstration Agent, points out. The first ac: 
tivity was a pie supper where three cakes and 15 pies made by 
Club members were sold. In connection with the pie eating, an 
admission fee was charged to get into the party—a penny for each 
inch of waist measure. Almost $50 was cleared. 


A Halloween carnival plus a mock beauty show, with the men 
in the community as participants, brought in $320. Around $330 
was spent repairing and painting the clubhouse and contributing 
to a heating system fund. In 1949 the project calls for painting 
the outside of the house. 

Mrs. Alex Norman, President of the Club, points out that the 
Farm Bureau chapter and associated women of the Farm Bureau 
organization have helped with the improvement program. 

When the members of the McBride Community Club needed 
a stove for their community house, they made a quilt and sold it. 
With the money raised they were able to purchase other equip- 
ment, too. 


Groups Pool Their Cash 


The Isle of Hope Community .House, Chatham County, was 
started by the women of the PTA, Home Demonstration Club and 
other members of the Isle of Hope community. These groups 
pooled their cash to start the building fund and purchased an old 
wooden church in a nearby community for $80. 

The Board of Education gave permission to place the building 
on land adjoining the school. Through the Board other donations 
were obtained. 

The building at the present time is 40x70 feet, with a stage, 
kitchen and storeroom, according to Mrs. L. E. Backus, Home Dem- 
onstration Agent. After the plastering and painting were finished, 
the building represented a total of $1,500 in cash and much labor 
co-operation from members of the Isle of Hope community. 

To begin with, the building was equipped with a stove. As it is 
now being used as a lunchroom for the school, it contains a hot 
water heater, sink, refrigerator and other equipment to meet 
lunchroom standards. Part of this was paid for by the PTA. The 
Home Demonstration Club bought the chairs, and the Savannah 
School shops made the tables. 

The building is used as a lunchroom from early morning to 
12 o’clock during the school term. After that time it is used 
by the Home Demonstration Club, Garden Club, Boy Scouts, 4-H 
Clubs, Isle of Hope Community Club, Wymberly Yacht Club, 
and various churches in the community. 

This building program was started in 1933, and was the first 
one in the county. Five more community houses have now been 
completed in. the county. 


Newton County Meeting Places 


Newton County Home Demonstration Clubs have five com- 
munity houses in which they meet, two clubs meet in churches, 
two in schoolhouses and one in the homes of members. Miss 
Julia Parker, Home Demonstration Agent, says four of the club- 
houses were schoolhouses which were not in use after consolida- 
tion, but were converted into community houses. 

The community houses have been improved in the last year 
by adding running water, equipment, new stove, painting of the 
interior and new tables for serving large groups. 

In Almon Community the Home Demonstration Club, Com- 
munity Club and Farm Bureau met in the Shiloh Church Sunday 
School rooms until a year ago. At that time they had a few 
hundred concrete blocks, the desire to have a kitchen and a deter- 
mined group of men and women willing to work. 

“Perhaps no other single factor brings all ages, all groups 
together and gets them into a ‘I-like-you’ feeling so well as food. 
And one of the best ways to raise money and enjoy it is, again, 
food,” Mrs. James N. Dobbs, President of the Home Demonstration 
Club, says. 

“So, armed only with a desperate need, we held a community 
meeting. One man donated trees, others hauled and cut them up. 
Families donated cement blocks, some only as many as 10 blocks, 
but add all together, it was enough. Others donated cement and 
still others labor. A barbecue, with cakes auctioned off, liter- 
ally ‘raised the roof.’ An ice cream supper put in the windows. 
The Men’s Bible Class took a special] collection one Sunday and 
raised the last $128, which is always the hardest to get up. 

“A community electrician wired it and installed the stove. A 
plumber gave the-sink and installed it. Money won in an Im- 
provement Contest was used for material for cabinets, and local 
men built them. <A shower for the kitchen brought nearly all 
the miscellaneous equipment needed, a commercial company sent 
us a set of ovenware, and the prize money won at the County 
Fair by the men’s and women’s clubs bought a coffee pot, boilers, 
tub and other large equipment. New fluorescent lights were 
donated and Venetian blinds were bought. 

“The size of the kitchen is 19x24 feet. It is equipped to 
serve 100 people at a community party, quarterly conference or 
any other meeting. Sunday School groups, Farm Bureau, Com- 
munity Clubs, Home Demonstration Club and Youth Groups 
meet here for business, recreation and refreshments.” 


Good Results of Meetings 


Mrs. Dobbs says the people of the Almon community have 
discovered that a good many of their problems begin disappear- 
ing as they meet around the tables of their new clubhouse. 

Members of the Persimmon Home Demonstration Club, Rabun 
County, sponsor square dances every Friday night, hold box sup- 
pers, make quilts in their spare time for sale, sponsor radio 
shows, chicken suppers and cake walks and make candies to sell 
at the community entertainments to raise funds to improve their 
community school lunchroom. 

The club members have paid $30 or one-third of the cook’s 
salary each month, paid for additional equipment and new cur- 
tains. They spent $188 for sheet rock and lumber to redecorate 
and build new cabinets for the room. In addition, they bought 
a new stove for $184, put in a water system and new sink for 
$268, installed lights and insulation which cost $145, and paid 
$109 for labor. 

The Line Home Demonstration Club sponsored a chicken din- 
ner and gave the entire amount, $45, for use at the lunchroom, 
according to Miss Dorothy Wilkinson, Home Demonstration Agent. 
They also gave $24 for new curtains.

Kudzu Mulch Proves Great Help 
In Growing Crops To Fill Salad Bowl 


Gardening would be much simpler if it weren’t for all that plowing and hoeing and 
I have often dreamed of a garden that would grow while I sat around with plows, 


weed pulling.

digging, 


spades and hoes rusting, unused, in the barn. All the neighbors would “Oh” and “Ah” and say, 
“Did you grow all that garden stuff without plowing or hoeing or even pulling any weeds?” Then 
I’d bow slightly and keep on fanning myself. 


Why not grow mulch on the 
land, enough of it to shade out the 
weeds just as the trees do Why 
not grow a garden during the dor- 
mant period when the mulch crop 
sheds it leaves and stops growing? 

Year after year, I have watched 
kudzu wrap up the ground and 
smother the weeds. Couldn’t kudzu 
do something for my Alabama 
dream garden? Wouldn’t those 
numerous roots “plow the land” 
as,-year after year, more and more 
of them pierced through the soil 
in every direction? 

Many a time I have poked 
under the kudzu Jeaves and found 
it soft and moist; this, at times 
when bare ground in nearby culti- 
vated fields was hard and dry. 
Good crops have been grown re- 
peatedly after well established 
kudzu, but the kudzu was always 
plowed under. What would hap- 
pen if you left the kudzu on top 
of the land and didn’t plow it? 

What pushed me into action was 
a crop of crimson clover a Georgia 
farmer raised among dead kudzu 
leaves during Fall and Winter and 
early Spring, the off seasons, when 
kudzu does not grow. He did not 
plow the land. Why wouldn’t this 
work with Fall and Winter garden 
crops? Nobody knew! It had to 
be tried from scratch. 

I began using the best spot I 
could find for gardening in kudzu. 
It was a none too promising wood- 
land border that had never been 
plowed and was shaded in the late 
afternoon by large oak trees. The 
kudzu had spread from a dis- 
carded vine. The only preparation 
was mowing the kudzu: five min- 
utes’ work with a swinging blade 
cleared off an area big enough 
for a family sized patch of Winter 
greens. I broadcast fertilizer and 
a dime’s worth of mustard seed 
on September 20, 1944. 

A tedious waiting followed. The 
ground underneath was soft and 
moist enough to sprout the seed, 
but would they grow through a 
layer of kudzu leaves an inch or, 
two deep? Once sprouted, would 
they keep on growing, or make a 
spindly growth and die? I haunted | 
that spot. I even looked at it by) 
moonlight! I examined the soil) 
each day. It remained soft and | 
mellow as though it had been har-| 
rowed over and over again. | 

At week’s end, here they came: | 
at first a few plants, and then a! 
green carpet of them. The mus- 
tard greens were thinned out when 
about two weeks old. We kept our 
salad bow! filled for a month, 
most of it from that patch. Soon 
afterwards, in late. November, 
when the greens were a foot or| 
more high, we gathered mess after| 
mess of cooking greens. | 
What a lesson in the art of mak- 
ing gardening a pleasure and Win- 
ter greens cheap. There was no 
plowing or harrowing, no hoeing 
or weed pulling. It was more than 
growing turnips or mustard: It 
was keeping the land productive 
and protected against erosion all 
the year ’round. It was using the 
land in Fall and Winter when it 
is otherwise unproductive. 

During the next few years that 
followed my first success with 
growing mustard in unplowed kud 
zu, crop after crop of greens were 
grown both Fall and Spring in 
that same kudzu patch. Thus, it 
was not an accident, and could be 
done over and over again in the 
same spot. 

As to turnips, they weren’t ordi- 
nary turnips anyway. Many of 
them stuck up out of the kudzu 
mulch as big as baseballs—un- 
usually sweet and firm. Turnips 
broadcasted along with fertilizer 
into kudzu in early September of 
1945 and 1946 grew three to four 
inches across and were ready to 
eat by December. They were as 
large or larger than turnips grown 
in earby cultivated field. 

is is what a farmer said of 
my Winter greens in May, 3945: “I 
saw Mr. Davis gather a bucketful 
of greens from his kudzu patch 
and some plants were almost knee 
high. You could tell that he hadn’t 
plowed up the land or worked it 
because the kudzu was still grow- 
ing everywhere and underneath 
you could see that last year’s run- 
ners had not been cut.” 

I had my wife testify as follows: 
“I, Edna Kerr Davis, cooked a 
bucketful of greens which Rob 
grew in the kudzu patch this 
Spring without plowing, hoeing, 
or spading. We had them for sup- 
per tonight and they were very 
nice and tender.” Signed at Thors- 
by, Ala., on May 16, 1945. 

Early in November, 1947, I 
showed Soil Conservation Service’s 
regional agronomist, R. Y. Bailey, 
our fifth crop of turnips and ten- 
dergreen mustard. They were 
nearly two feet high, underneath 
a peach tree in front of the house. 
I thought him much impressed 
until he held out a coin and said: 
“Davis, here is a quarter to help 
you get out from under the peach 
tree. Go to town and buy some 
turnip seed and don’t let the grass 
grow under your feet before you 
get them planted.” 

Thus it was that I asked for and 
secured the use of a whole field 
of kudzu from which a hay crop 
had been removed or grazed. 

We have since sprouted thou- 
sands of collard plants in kudzu, 
and have grown row on row of 
onions, lettuce, radishes, cabbage 
and endive in our approach to a 
farm-sized kudzu garden. After all, 
an acre of kudzy will’ do the same 
thing as a roadside patch if you 
aren’t too greedy for early hay 
crops. Let the kudzu do a thor- 
ough job of “plowing” the land 
with its many roots, and enriching 
the land with the leaves it ac- 
cumulates. 

Broccoli plants grown in 1945 
were quite handsome, but there is 
a frost with this crop. 
Round, red radishes grew mostly 
to tops because of the shade of 
the kudzu mulch, but white radish- 
es did well. |

An acre ofkudzu, for example, 


will cost $60, let us say. In some 
places it will cost less and in other 
places, more. This includes the 
cost of the land. At the end of 
three years the kudzu has become 
a seed patch and one can gather 
as many crowns as he needs for 
expansion. But suppose we add 
only one acre per year for baby. 
At college age he or she has 15 to 
20 acres of kudzu, enough to pay 
her or his way into college and 
the crop, year by year, wil keep 
baby in college and give him or 
her a start in life after college has 
been hurdled. The same amount of | 
money in the bank (say $1,200) at 
present rates of interest would not 
provide anything like the yearly 
income that kudzu would. Kudzu 
at its worst would not provide 


for more expensive fertilization, 
Ladino has the same disadvant 
ages.

But the result is worth the e& 
fort. Baby becomes a going con- 
cern while most other children are 
just getting started in life. Your 
practical concern for him has, en- 
dowed him with an income and 
with great opportunities . . . and 
you have given him the most valu- 
able lesson of -his life, a regard 
for the soil from which comes all 
of our living.

As ever, 
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pushed through two inches of 
mulch and grew to normal size. A 
family sized patch planted in the 
Fall of 1946 outgrew those given 
cultivation. The surplus of this 
crop, left in the ground over Win- 
ter, grew to enormous size. 


A similar planting made in the 
Spring of 1947 grew very rapidly, 
and like those grown in the Fall, 
were both mild and tender. All 
onions grown in kudzu had un- 
usually long, white, stem portions. 
The deep layers of kudzu mulch 
has a blanching effect, although 
less so than earthing them up. In 
the Fall of 1947, Spring onions did 
well both where a kudzu hay crop 
was removed and where it was 
grazed. 

Onions have been planted in 
kudzu by making holes through 
the mulch and into the ground 
with a triangular hoe straightened 
out to form a spear. We have se- 
cured good results by dropping the 
sets into shallow slits made with 
a corn knife (machete), and firm- 
ing them in place with the foot 
Since no middles are needed for 
cultivation, a close spacing may be 
used and larger numbers of onions 
can be grown on a small area. 

A few lettuce plants were set 
out in the roadside kudzu patch 
after clearing off the green kudzu 
leaves in September 1944. Trans- 
planting here proved little more 
trouble than in cultivated ground. 
In between the criss-cross of kud-| 
zu stems, a chink could always be | 
found big enough to put the lettuce | 
plant about where you wanted it. 
The black seeded Simpson let- 
tuce was destroyed by frost in No- 


vember, but the chicken lettuce 
grew right through the Winter, and 
in early Spring yielded enormous 
plants nearly two feet tall. Trans 
plants of Summer all heart lettuce, 
and both curly and broadleaf en- 
dive grew well in the very same 
kudzu patch. 

Lettuce and endive have been 
grown in our kudzu garden at 
Thorsby, Alabama, in the Fall of 
1944 and in both Spring and Fall 
of 1945, 1946, and 1947. Hundreds 
of plants were grown by trans 
planting in unplowed kudzu. They 
grew well, some of them to giant 
size. More recently, we have found 
that lettuce can be grown with 
very little trouble indeed by seed- 
ing broadcast into kudzu that had 
been previously cropped to turnips, 

Growing the Fall and Winter 
garden in kudzu seems just about 
perfect for the weekend gardener 
or for th farmer who can spare 
little time from his general farm 
operations to grow a garden. 

Raindrops fall on the 
kudzu leaves and the water stays 
in the field. Of course, the best 
part of it all is the way things 
grow there in the Fall. “Thrive” is 
the word for the way most of the 
common salad crops—turnips, 
mustard, collards, white radishes, 
onions, leaf lettuce and endive—- 
grow on unplowed kudzu land.
